| mercial car registrations in 1933 
| showing a gain of 65,456 units 
over the total registered the pre- | 
vious year and at least five funda- | 
mental reasons why the truck| 
business should pick up in a big 
way, observers here are predict- 
ing that 1934 will see in the 
neighborhood of 400,000 commer- 
cial units produced. 

The '33 registrations rose from 
a total of 180,413 in 1932 to 245,- 
869, a gain of approximately 60.3 
per cent. The five leaders in the 
field in the order named were: 
Chevrolet which registered 99,880 
units as against 60,784 in 1932, a 
gain of 643 per cent. Ford 
showed a slight decrease due to 
new models not being in produc- 
tion. Its ’33 registrations were 
62,397 as against 66,937 in the 
previous, a loss of 4,540 units or 
7.2 per cent. 

Dodge showed the startling in- 
crease of 220 per cent, rising in 
1933 to 28,034 units as against 
8,744 for the preceding year. In 
fourth place comes International 
with a 60 per cent gain of 10,906 
units which totalled 26,658 for ’33 
as compared to 15,752 in ’32. 

General Motors Truck showed 
searcely any change in its 1933 
registrations. A gain of 243 units 
was registered bringing the 1933 
total up to 6,602 as against 6,359 | 
for 1932.

Hope for Lasting Prosper- 
ity Seen in Clauses of

Washington, Feb. 23.—New en- 
ergy, born of new hope and cour- 
age, pervades the automobile 
retail trade today. 

It springs to some extent from 
a public demand for motor cars 
that has recovered markedly from 
the anemic condition of a few 
months ago. That, however, is 
not the whole story of the rein- 
carnation of this commercial 
enterprise which reaches into 
every corner of America’s 3,000,- 
000 square miles. 

This time, the rebirth is marked 
by significant differences—differ- 
ences which manifest themselves 
primarily in the absence of those 
elements which previously left its 
duration tu the mercy of chance 
and circumstance.

Used Car Values 


Used car values are determined 
by averaging the sales reported 
by new and used car dealers from 
certain defined marketing areas. 
A comparison of average sales 
prices published in the current 
issue of The Official Guide re- 
veals surprising variations. Based 
on 1930 Standard Sedan prices, 
we find in the low priced group 
a price range from $197.00 to 
$311.00, with an average for the 
U. S. of $223.00. In the medium 
price group, prices range from 
$251.00 to $438.00 with a U. S. av- 
erage of $295.00. The high price 
group shows prices running from 
$490.00 to $900.00 the U. S. aver- 
age being $627.00. 

While it is recognized that over 
an extended period of time, used 
car prices must inevitably become 
lower, there are periods when this 
condition may not hold true and 
prices may remain stationary or 
even increase, particularly on cer- 
tain types of used cars. 

Such a condition is evident to- 
day. The low production volume 
of new automobiles during the 
past several years has automatic- 
ally lowered the number of used 
cars offered for sale. The tend- 


ency for owners to drive their 
cars longer, due to economic con- 
ditions, has also been a factor in 
this situation. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of used cars have been 
| driven to the scrap pile and with- 
out replacements, which can only 
come through increased new car 
sales, the demand for used cars 
now draws heavily on the avail- 
able supply. 


Used Car Demand 


An upward trend in the general 
industrial situation has been evi- 
denced throughout the past year. 
New automobile sales showed a 
substantial increase in 1933. The 
base projects being undertaken by 
the Federal Government are be- 
ginning to produce an effect and 
have resulted in a marked in- 
crease in employment and wide 
circulation of currency. This has 
created a demand for used cars 
by workers. 


This is a nation-wide condition 
and its effect is reflected in an 
upward trend in the prices of 
used merchandise. This is par- 
ticularly true in the older models 
and the demand for cheap trans- 
portation has placed a value on 
such cars in excess of their ordin- 
ary worth. This definite demand 
for older cars in turn forces up- 
ward the value of the more recent 
models with the result that sales 
reports from dealers show better 


prices being obtained on all 
classes of merchandise. Another 
contributing cause is the in- 


creases which have been made in 
the list prices of new automo- 
biles by the manufacturers. 

The NADA is now engaged in 
obtaining from dealers a nation- 
wide report of used and new cars 
on hand as of Feb. 1, 1934, to- 





gether with a comparison for the 
same date a year ago. Under the} 
code, the association is required 
to obtain such statistics from its 
members to be used in furthering 
the interests of the trade. A re- 
port of this nature has heretofore | 
not been available and it is be- 
lieved that such a picture show- | 
ing the number of used cars and | 
new cars in dealers’ hands at the 
beginning of the selling season 
will be of invaluable aid to the 
trade. 


Seek Tax Reduction 
Richmond, Va., Feb. 20 (UTPS). 
-The Virginia Petroleum Indus- 

tries committee is conducting its 
1934 voluntary gasolene tax refer- 
endum, in which it seeks to en- 
list the aid of thousands of mo- 
torists to petition members of 
the General Assembly to reduce 
the gasoline tax from five to four 
cents. The committee estimates, 
for instance, that the saving 
would be about $2,305,130 in this 
State.

The new regulations, according 
to Nathan R. Margold, chairman 
of the petroleum administrative 
board, are designed to _ protect 
other producing states from ad- 
verse effects of excessive produc- 
tion of Texas wells. Texas is one 
of the states whose conservation 
laws are regarded as falling into 
the category described by Federal 
officials as pitifully inadequate.

that tells him he must provide 
for the new glass.

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Motor Car Imp 
Go Ahead of Legislation 


By WILLIAM ULLMAN 


Washington, Feb. 23.—Rules de- | 
signed to govern the operation of | 
motor vehicles have fallen a 
couple of laps farther behind in 
their perennial race with the au- 
tomotive engineer; in other words, 
in their effort to keep up with 
motor vehicle design progress. 
Notoriously laggard in respect to 
speed regulations, their further 
loss in this respect this year is 
compounded by sluggishness in 
several other important aspects 
of regulation and control. 

An example is to be found in 
the state and municipal regula- 
tions which declare flatly against 
carrying three passengers in the 
driver’s seat. The rule. still 
stands but, in spite of that fact, 
the motor car designer has pro- 
duced several six-passenger body 
types. These cars are built speci- 
fically to carry three passengers 
on the front seat. 

Is the motor manufacturer, in 
offering this type of car, court- 
ing trouble for his patrons? He 
believes not. Rather he is con- 
vinced that the law has been ob- 
soleted by front seats which ac- 
tually are wider than those at 
the rear and by front compart- 
ments in which the controls are 
so arranged that the third pas- 
senger offers absolutely no inter- 
ference with their operation. 

The motorist, however, might 
find himself in trouble not of the | 
manufacturer’s making if he es- 
says to turn all cars into three- 
passenger front seat types. The 
majority of the latest models do 
not have wider front than rear 
seats, although a number of them 
do. 

Motor car headlighting is far- 
ther ahead of laws on the sub- | 
ject than any other vehicle fea- 


ture with the possible exception | 


of speed. A glance at the vary- 
ing legislation on this subject 
reveals that much of it goes back 
to the days when cars were fitted 
with single-beam lights 
were susceptible of being bright- 
ened or dimmed to suit varying 
conditions. 

Since these laws were enacted, 
lighting systems have progressed 
through the dual-beam type hav- 
ing alternately high and low 
beams to the multiple design into 
which is woven three, and, in 
some cases, four, different beams.

not only to endure but to bring | 
greater riches to all concerned. 
What Accounts for the Change? | 

Automotive Daily News inclines 
to the opinion that the explana- 
tion is to be found in the new 
foundation upon which the trade 
is operating—its NRA code of fair 
competition which gives the force | 
of law to those rules of conduct 
which long have been regarded as | 
holding a lasting salvation for the 
automobile dealer. In a series of | 
articles of which this is the first, | 
it proposes to look analytically at | 
the “New Deal” as it applies to the 
automotive industry and the auto- | 
mobile trade. 

From the perspective which the | 
writer sees the present situation, | 
a viewpoint which he has tried to | 
keep detached and unbiased, one | 
thing appears particularly evident. 
It is that the automobile dealers 
of the country have embraced the 
new economic doctrine, expressed 
in the recovery program, with a 
fervor equalled by but few other 
affected groups. 

NADA Increase 

Since the dealers’ code went into 
effect on October 30, there has) 
been a ten-fold increase in the 
membership of the National Auto- 
mobile Dealers Assn. Specifically, 
the roster of the organization has | 
gained from slightly more than 
2,000 to more than 26,000 names. 
By summer, it is predicted that 
40,000 will have given their allegi- 
ance to the trade organization | 
recognized as most truly represen- | 
tative of the group and through 
which the code is being adminis- 
tered. If this forecast materializes, 
it will mean that approximately 80 
per cent of those engaged in this 
far-flung retail enterprise will 
have been converted to the doc- | 
trine of sound business as it is| 
enunciated in the dealers’ code. 

It is possible to explain this 
mass conversion as due to one of 
several circumstances. It may be 
that the terrific punishment which 
the automobile retailer has suf- 
fered during the depression in- 
duced a state of mind that made 
him willing to try anything. Or, 
it may be that he sees in the pro- 
gram established by the code an 
opportunity to exercise that will- 
ingness to co-operate which has 
been latent in him and in the ex- 
pression of which he has seen the 
salvation of himself and his busi- 
ness group. Or, it may even be| 
that the implication of compul-| 
sory compliance has impelled him 
to a resigned acquiesence. 


Grave Problems 

The writer finds himself con- 
vinced that the two first men- 
tioned explanations account for) 
the majority of the conversions; 
that the aspect of compulsion has 
forced the acceptance of some 
dealers, but not many. 

It requires no super-wisdom to 
perceive that the grave problems | 
which were peculiar to the anto- 
motive retail trade seemed more | 
hopeful of solution through the | 
National Industrial Recovery Act 
than did those of many another 
group brought within the scope of 
the “New Deal.” 

The trade, involving 50,000 retail 
establishments giving employment 
to hundreds of thousands of per- 
sons throughout the country, was | 
peculiarly at the mercy of the de- 
liberately unscrupulous or the 
hysterically unwise dealer. It was 
in desperate need of co-ordina- 
tion, an agency through which any 
latent or undeveloped spirit of co- 
operation could express itself.) 
Driven to desperation by bad busi- 
ness conditions complicated by 
bad business methods, the trade 
was approaching economic suicide. 

Trade Sadly Afflicted 

Such, at any rate, is the picture 
painted of the trade by those NRA 
officials most intimately associ- | 








ated with its subsequent revival. 
It is substantiated by the confes- 
sions of those identified with the 
trade and the dreary analysis of 
detached observers whose profes-

year were 245,869 units as com- 
pared to 180,413 for 1932, a gain 
of 60.3 per cent. 

Prognosticators of a 400,000 unit 
truck year for 1934 base their pre- 
dictions on five fundamental facts 
which are expected to create a| 
widespread and immediate de- | 
mand for commercial cars of all | 
types. 

First of these is the replace- | 
ment of obsolete equipment in| 
large fleets. It is estimated that 
there are some _ 750,000 units | 
throughout the country’ which 


have seen five or six years serv- 
ice. During the depression fleet 
owners carefully avoided making 
any capital expenditures. With 
their fleets operating at only 
about half strength, they made 
all parts replacements from the 
trucks standing idle in _ their 
garages. As a result their fleets 
today in many cases consist half 
of obsolete models that will 
barely run and half of shells from 
which the parts have been 
stripped. 
Farmers Have Money 

Federal aid to farmers is the | 
second ray of hope that has 
pierced the truck world’s gloom. 
Through the cotton program in| 
the south and the hog, corn pro- | 
gram in the west, farmers have | 
money for the first time since | 
1926, two years before the crash. | 
Their trucks have long since gone 
the hard way and as there is 
absolutely no large supply of sec- 
ond hand ton and a half models | 
to be had in the country, their | 
needs must be met with new 
equipment. 

Legislation already in effect in 
Texas and Wisconsin, and which 
is expected to spread rapidly to 
other states, is advanced as an- 
other reason for a boom truck 
year. These laws have reduced 
axle weights, put heavy duty 
trucks under a handicap and in 
some cases ruled four wheel trail- 
ers off the roads. All this will 
result in the replacement of 
equipment as operators hasten to 
comply with the law and supplant 
their old, heavy models with ton 
and ton and a half models, which 
with their modern power plants, 
are expected to prove satisfactory 
substitutes. 

As general 





business brightens 


under the “New Deal,” merchants 
are replacing stocks. But it is 
notable that instead of burdening 
themselves with large inventories 
they are buying in small quan- 
tities and buying oftener. This 
is seen as another reason why the 
haulage and intercity truckage 
business will shortly be demand- 
ing new truck equipment. For 
most of these deliveries through- 


out the country are made in 
trucks. 
The fifth fact upon which 


truckmen are pinning their hopes 
is the impending motorization of 
the U. S. Army. Large orders for 
equipment to replace cavalry and 
artillery horses have already been 
placed and more of these are ex- 
pected during the coming months.

RIGHT NOW manufacturers of 
commercial vehicles are 
ing how the code is to be applied 
to them. As matters stand, the 
NACC is wrestling with the prob- 
lem and to date has not reported 
progress. A meeting of its com- 
mittee was held in Detroit last 
week, but no report has been 
made as yet. 

It is felt by car dealers, who 
are credited with selling 85 per 
cent of the truck output, that 
trucks should be in the same 
category as passenger cars as 
was indicated the other day at a 
meeting of Detroit dealers when 
C. A. Deland, deputy commis- 
sioner and counsel for the code 
for Michigan, expressed the be- 
lief that before the end of March 
truck sales would come within 
the NADA code. This is in line 
with the thinking of Martin 
Pulcher, who favors one code for 
both trucks and cars, and that 
code written by the dealers them- 
selves. And it also is predicted 
by a prominent association man- 
ager that before the end of 
March used truck prices will be 
included in the NADA’S official 
used car price guide.

The average value of cars sold 
increased only $2.00 over Decem- 
ber, but compares more favorably 
with average value of cars re- 
maining in stock than the De- 
cember comparison. 

Average inventory values de- 
creased $18.00, as compared with 
December, but are still $6.00 
above average sales. Total in- 
ventories, as of January 3lst, 
showed 564 units, total value, 
$127,303.55 which is a decrease of 
77 units, or $29,400.22, as com- 
pared with December, and is 
only $705.47 above January when 
14 firms reported against 17 for 
this year.
